SEATTLE, July 13 (AP)—The 
King county grand jury yester- 
day indicted Teamster President 
Dave Beck and his son, Dave 
Beck Jr., on charges of grand 
larceny of union funds. 
The president of the nation’s 
biggest union quickly surrend- 
ered for routine booking, mug- 
ging and fingerprinting, posted 
$3000 bail and called a press 
conference to denounce the ac- 
tion as “simply ridiculous.” 
Dave Junior went through the 
ritual, too, but did not attend 
the conference at which his dad 
said he spoke for both, 
Today, after saying there 
wasn't “a chance in a million” 
he would be convicted, Beck 
left on a tour of the nation 
which will take him to a half 
dozen union meetings . around 
the country. 
The grand jury, which sat a 
total of 15 days and heard 55 
witnesses, indicted no other 
persons, although it considered 
a number of other matters. 

of Union Autos. 
The elder Beck, the jurors 
charged, kept for his own use 
$1900 received for a wunion- 
owned Cadillac. Junior, the 
jurors declared in two separate 
indictments, kept $4650 from 
the sale of two other Teamster 
Cadillacs. 

It isn’t so,” said the father 
indignantly in a press confer 
ence called in his posh offices 
in a new Western Conference 
of Teamsters office building, 
not “by the wildest stretch of 
the imagination.” 

Certainly, he said, the money 
from the sale of the three auto- 
mobiles had found its way into 
his own bank account or safe 
where he keeps “large amounts 
of cash.” His secretary put 
them there by error, Beck ex- 
lained. 

But, he said emphatically, 
the money was returned to the 
union “as soon as I returned 
from a business trip and found 
out the error had been made.” 

He could not recall the date 
of the return but insisted it 
was as soon as possible. Nei- 
ther could he be certain, he 
said, that the transaction would 
show in the union books but 
“it will be shown I repaid it.” 

Son ‘Only My Agent.’ 

Dave Jr., the father said, was 
“acting only as my agent. He 
had nothing to do with the final 
disposal of the money in any 
way, shape or form.” Besides, 
the union president said, “Dave 
turned all of the money over 
to the union. He didn’t keep 
a cent.” 

“You can bet $10,000 to 10 
cents,” Beck told the reporters, 
“that responsible union officials 
will testify they received the 
money.“ 

He said he had unlimited 
authority to dispose of the auto- 
mobiles or to pay out union 
funds without question. by 
others.

PRESIDENT’S PLAN 
TO HAVE U.S. JOIN 
O. r. c. IS POSTPONED 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP) 
—Congressional action on a key 
feature of President Eisenhow- 
er's foreign economic policy 
has been indefinitely postponed. 

The House Ways and Means 
committee, it was learned today, 
has voted to shelve for this 
session the Administration's re- 
quest for approval of United 
States membership in the 35- 
nation Organization for Trade 
Co-operation. 

The committee action was 
another reflection of congres- 
sional hostility toward proposals 
for possible lowering of Amer- 
ican tariff barriers under the 
international trade program. 

OTC would administer the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, to which the United 
States is a signatory. GATT 
is a multi-nation trade 
ment to promote international 
trade and prevent tariff dis- 
criminations. 

Congressional approval of 
United States membership in 
OTC has been unsuccessfully 
sought by President Eisenhower 
since it was proposed in 1955. 

Strong opposition from mem- 
bers of Mr, Eisenhower’s own 
party has made House Demo- 
cratic leaders unwilling to push 
OTC until they have more help 
from the Republicans.

CHICAGO, July 13 (AP) — 
A 6.24inch rain fell in the 
Chicago metropolitan area last 
night, driving hundreds from 
their homes.

DROP, RESERVE STUDY SAYS 


Bank liquidity, provided 
chiefly by cash balances and 
short-term securities readily 
converted to cash, has declined 
sharply from a postwar high, 
it was reported in a study is- 
sued yesterday by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis. 

For all member banks in the 
nation, the report said, cash 
balances and government secu- 
rity holdings fell from 78 per 
cent of total assets at the end 
of 1945 to 49 per cent by last 
Jan. 1.

Everyohe from Mayor Tucker on down agrees 
that this is a fine report. Yet the startling fact 
is that, for the moment, almost nothing can be 
done about it. The city is without funds for 
new electric signals. The aldermen, having let 
the city slide into a financial crisis, solved it in 
part by detouring parking meter receipts into 
general revenue. It may be a year or more be- 
fore the city can act upon the Barton report. 

Despite the vast increase in traffic here since 
1945, only two corrective measures have actually 
been completed, and they are not enough: 

One was construction of the Third street inter- 
regional highway. This fine thoroughfare is not 
carrying its share of the traffic load because it 
does not really go anywhere. The expressways 
into which it was supposed to lead have not been 
constructed, and the Board of Aldermen has 
balked, talked and done nothing to pass a bill 
establishing a right-of-way for the Ozark Ex- 
pressway. 

The city’s master traffic plan, adopted at the 
urging of the Chamber of Commerce, did do 
wonders to speed traffic flow by limiting rusb- 
hour parking and creating new one-way streets 
and more traffic lanes. But this has not been 
enough to accommodate the growing number ot 
cars, and as soon as city traffie reaches the 
county it seems to run into an immediate bar- 
rier. Too many county municipalities have not 
co-operated with the master plan or have not 
had the money to do 80. 

Fortunately the voters will have an oppor- 
tunity on Aug. 6 to further one of the prineipal 
recommendations of the Barton report. For the 
proposed City Charter would reorganize traffic 
administration completely. It would establish a 
new Department of Traffic Engineering and 
Control, and an advisory Traffic Commission. 
A professional Director of Traffic could develop 
improved traffic regulations without submitting 
these to the usual horse-trading treatment of 
the aldermen. The aldermen could repeal the 
regulations only after a trial period of six 
months. 

St. Louis is going to have to wait to find the 
money to create a modern, adequate traffic con- 
trol system. But the city does not have to wait 
to establish a new and respofisible traffic ad- 
ministration. That opportunity will confront the 
voters in the Charter election on Aug. 6. 
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The Borax Mules Blast Off 

Way back in the days even before the Wright 
brothers made their first flight of a powered 
airplane there was a small cardboard box la- 
belled “20-Mule Team Borax” that could be 
found in almost every kitchen. The crystalline 
sodium compound within, gathered principally 
from the desert regions of the Southwest, served 
as cleaner and antiseptic. The long team of 
mules, hauling a wagon loaded with borax, was 
symbolic of slow movement. 

But now. borax has left the field of lethargy 
to become an asset in one of the swiftest of man- 
made things—the military jet plane. The Olin 
Mathieson Chemical Corporation announces that 
borax is the base of a new high energy ‘fuel 
which increases the range of jet engines by 40 
per cent. This fuel, HEF-2, is said to make it 
possible for a B-58, which has a speed far exceed- 
ing that of sound, to fly around the world with- 
out refueling. 

Thus the famous 20-mule team has been con- 
verted into a prancing team of pegasuses that 
wing their way into the stratosphere leaving the 
extinct lakebeds of Nevada and California far 
behind. 5 
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Civil Defense and Apathy 

For almost 12 years there has been much talk 
and much filing of papers in connection with 
civil defense in this country. As the bombs have 
become more and more powerful, the problem 
has become more critical and the means of ap- 
proaching a solution have become more tenuous. 
Along with this has gone a general public apathy 
toward civil defense. 

When Operation Alert 1957, the fourth nation- 
wide civil defense training exercise, comes to 
an end, just what will have been achieved? 
Probably no more than was achieved in 1956 
when key civil defense personnel and some en- 
thusiastic volunteers used. a lot of paper in test- 
ing theories. Nobody was evacuated and few 
outside the civil defense corps learned anything. 

The higher ranking officers of our three 
armed services engage in somewhat similar pa- 
perwork at the National War College in Wash- 


cated war games agairist a day of attack that it 
is to be hoped never comes. 

But if the day should come, they have hun- 
dreds of thousands of trained service personnel 
who will know what to do. The Federal Civil De- 
fense Administration does not have such num- 
bers of trained personnel whom they could call 
upon when the chips were down. How many citi- 
zens would know what to do if the sirens blew 
in earnest? In a time of emergency—or, more 
likely, panic—what would key civil defense yr 
sonnel be able to do with the mobs? 

President Eisenhower, in his budget message 
this year, pledges “increased activity in the pub- 
lic civil defense education, information and 
training programs, research activities and opera- 
tional capabilities.” Congress has just finished 
cutting his civil defense budget request of $130,-

defense law? Why not see if, as is often sug- 
gested, the Army, its Reserves and the National 
Guard could not take over civil defense duties? 
Why not do something other than pile up paper 
plans and train a relatively few key personnel? 


A New Europe Is Born 

A chief obstacle to the economic unification 
of Europe—and perhaps even its eventual politi- 
cal integration—was overcome when the French 
National Assembly by a final vote of 342 to 239 
approved the treaties creating a European com- 
mon market and nuclear energy pool. 

The West German Bundestag already has rati- 
fied the so-called Rome treaties, and their ge- 
ceptance by Italy and the Benelux countries is, 
regarded as a matter of routine. 

This is one of the most important events of 
the century. It not merely promises the elimi- 
nation of war-breeding rivalries such as that be- 
tween France and Germany, but is the beginning 
of a polity more populous and more dynamic 
than even the United States. Since 1951 fron- 
tier-hampered Europe has been growing quicker 
than this country; and conservative OEEC esti- 
mates predict a considerable quickening of this 
pace. This energy undoubtedly will be enhanced 
when the initial provisions of the treaties go 


‘into effect on Jan. 1. 


Some rough spots will be encountered as the 
managers of Europe's industries and financial 
institutions go about the complicated business of 
adjusting themselves to the elimination of tar- 
iffs within the bloc, the adoption of uniform 
import duties, equalization of wages, free move- 
ment of labor and the like. That is why the 
common market is to be achieved step by step 
over 12 to 15 years. However, Euratom, the 
nuclear energy pool, is to be achieved much 
more quickly since here all of the continental 
nations are starting almost from scratch. 

‘Careful organizational and administrative pro- 
visions have been made to ease the great transi- 
tion, including a court of justice to interpret and 
apply the treaties. The most important institu- 
tion, however, may be the new international 


-assembly with its seat in Luxembourg. At the 


outset, its 142 members are to be named by the 
parliaments of the six countries on a weighted 
basis. Eventually, however, these delegates are 
to be elected by universal suffrage. 

In a sense, the new European Economie Com- 
munity is an American creation, an offspring 
of the Marshall Plan. Says the Manchester 
Guardian: 6 

The American decision to give Europe a 
large amount of money to get on its feet 
again, and the American insistence that the 
distribution of this aid should be decided 
by a joint European organization (OEEC), 

„ galvanised all the tentative European yearn- 
ings toward integration. 


Individual Americans may be none too happy 
about some things to come. This is always the 
case when tariffs and markets are involved. 
But there can be no doubt about the over-all 
benefits to be realized by Europe and by the 
world through this integration. Like economic 
depression, economic health spreads across fron- 
tiers. Well-being is contagious. 

So the French National Assembly is to be 
congratulated on overcoming the doubts and 
prejudices which killed the European Defense 
Community only a few years ago, and for the 
decision which makes the new Europe a reality. 
The parliament in Paris, generally more criti- 
cized than praised, has made history.

—she conquered her nerves as well as her 
opponent. 

When Queen Elizabeth for the first time 
awarded a Wimbledon trophy, Althea Gibson 
had come a long way from the sidewalks of New 
York. Miss Gibson curtsied; the Queen handed 
Her a gold plate. The Queen said, “It must have 
been hot down there,” and Miss Gibson agreed. 
The social amentties over, Miss Gibson returned 
to New York for a ticker-tape reception. 

We dent know what the ambitious Mr. Kra- 
mer might offer her for turning professional, 
but it seems unlikely that dollar bills would 
ever match the climax for the Harlem girl that 
came at Wimbledon. For that was where Althea 
Gibson learned finally that she is women's 
tennis champion.
